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The  '89  yearbook  staff  greatly  appreciates  the  contributions  from  retired  associate  professor,  Mr.  Brayton 
Danner,  whose  photographs  and  copy  compose  a  large  portion  of  this  book.  Mr.  Danner  provided  the 
following  history  of  Lincoln  College,  and  we  hope  you  enjoy  this  record  of  yesteryear  as  much  as  we  have. 

Shident  life  at  LINCOLN  COLLEGE  has  meant  different  things  at  different  times.  Founded  in  1865,  it 
remained  a  one-building  instihition  until  the  turn  of  the  century.  Cars,  movies,  radios,  television,  and  pop 
machines  hadn't  been  invented.  Athletics  were  unheard  of.  Male  students  were  not  allowed  to  fraternize  with 
their  female  counterparts.  Daily  attendance  at  chapel  was  required  —  and  a  student  using  profane  or  indecent 
language  was  subject  to  dismissal.  From  6-9  P.M.  daily,  in  rooms  throughout  the  dty,  students  were  required 
to  be  in  study  sessions.  Classes  met  daily  Monday  through  Saturday  —  yes,  SATURDAY! 

Those  early  years  were  hard  for  teachers,  too.  They  were  held  to  a  strict  moral  code.  Salaries  hovered  around 
$1000  per  year,  and  payment  was  sometimes  delayed  or  paid  in  I.O.U.'s. 

When,  in  1928,  LINCOLN  COLLEGE  was  converted  to  a  two-year  school,  the  campus  had  only  three 
buildings;  old  University  Hall,  looking  much  as  it  does  today;  an  administration  building,  destroyed  by  fire  iii 
January  1970;  and  a  gymnasium  which  has  been  twice  remodeled  to  give  us  the  Davidson-Sheffer  gym  of 
1989. 

In  the  years  since  1928,  many  changes  have  taken  place.  A  dozen  new  buildings  were  constructed  and  major 
curriculum  changes  were  made.  Athletics,  art,  drama  and  communications  took  on  the  respectabUity  of 
biology  and  history.  The  college  turned  its  attention  to  tutorial  and  developmental  programs  and  an  advising 
system  to  integrate  programs  and  shidents.  Ball  fields,  tennis  courts,  a  pool,  and  a  shident  union  were  built. 

Presently,  LINCOLN  COLLEGE  is  growing  and  changing,  as  it  has  done  before,  to  meet  the  needs  of  shidents 
in  a  new  decade  —  this  time  the  1990's.  Some  of  these  changes  are  pichired  in  this  year's  book.  We  hope  you 
find  the  1989  copy  of  THE  LYNX  informative  and  entertaining.
